creased. The Depuly Director will be in 
charge of yirtually all the currenf oper 
ations. of the CtA, while the Director 
will be mainly concerned with the co- 
ordination of the operations of all the 
espionage agencies, including fhe 
Defence Intelligence Agency and the 
Stale Department's Office of Rescarch 
and [ntelligence. ; 

Walters, who is 55, has been milifary 
affaché and performed intelligence func- 
fions in Haly, Brazil and South Vietnam, 
He is fluent in Russian, French, German, 
Italian, Spanish, Portuguese and Duich, 
and accompanied Presidents Truman, 
Eisenhower and Nixon on foreign visits 
as their personal interpreter. 

The: “New York Times’ says that 
General Walters has been “personally 
identified with Mr. Nixon for more than 
twenty years,” and that the President did 
not consult with CIA Director Richard 
Helms when making ihe appointment.
